cores of volunteer sanltary inspectors: who, 
repardless of the Maciclpil officers, rngsged 
a small army of scavengers, and tn a very 
short space of time succeeded in making 
China-town cleaner than it had been for many 
a long year. In additlon to this it appears 
that the Inspectors «f the San Francisco’ 
Scavenging Brigude ere now pald fate salaries 
aut of.a fond provided by the ratepayers, and are 
employed in walking about the streets at all 
hotra of the day and nlpht with a view to 
noting and reporting to the department concerned 
nny cases of breaches of the scavenging regala- 
tions that come under their. notice. In’ thés 
way an efficient check is kept upon the lower 
orders to prevent anv accumulation of filth 
that might prove detrimental to the health of the 
town, ‘The Merchants’ Association of San ° 
Feanc'sco, a body which doubtless corrésponds 
with ore Genezal Chamber of Commerce, has taken 
a ble bard in this fm>oortant mevement which 
affectathe well-being ofevery resident of that great 
American srav crt, Commenting on thi 

the San Francitco Chronicle says: 
Merchants! Assoctetion calls attention to the 
trdinancs making {t unlawfol to thror, damp 
orswecp dirt or garbage of any kind into the

If an organieation of the kind indicated is 
necessary {on Sen Franclsce, tt goer without 
saying that it fs argently needed In this dar ping 
ground for the scum of the neighbouring 
provinccs of China, thls plague.stricken “ isle of 
fragrant streams" where official {gnorance and 
neglect of tha grossest devcription hes brought 
us'to the bilnk of alrvost teretriewab’e ruln, There 
would be nothing in the laws of this greatly 
overgeverncd Colony to prevent some of the 
leading Chinese amalgamating with a few pub'ic- 
spirited Euro with » view to organisiog an 
efficlent staff of volunteer santtary {nepectors, 
whose duty it would be to report to a committee 
all cases of neglect of o:dinary sanitary precew- 
tlons on the part of every and any one, from the 
wealthy’ property-owner down to the bumblest 
labourer. . It is not to be supposed for s moment 
that such sn organisation would be regarded 
with much our by the “powers that be,” 
who would not unnaturally regard ita exlsience , 
is a reflection on th-msclv-s, but however that 
may be, In view of the disrwrous effects of the 
recent plague and the utter lack of proper 
sorervislon, to which the existence of the 
disease here wae chiefly attributable, the forma.

. 4 WORD FOR CHINA. 
Under the above beading “Cathay” wrote 
to our Shangbal morning contemporary on the 
agth ultimo as follows :— 

Recent events haye cast a glamour over the 
Prowcas cf the Japanese and Inclined poblic 
opinion to give the latter thelr sympathy, though 
tt Is hard to perceive what benefit the world at 
large would galo were the Japanese to get-the 
upper hand of the Chinese. Since the war 
commenced a success by land and sea In claimed 
for the Japanese arms—the fall of Plog-yang 
having decided the fate of Korea fro tem.—bat 
the supremacy of the sca bas not yet been 
gained, {no splte of opinions to the contrary. 

@ Japanese anticipate that, because of their 
easy victory over the Chinese ii Korea, they 
wlll be able to march to Peking without much 
opposition. If the reconquest of Turkestan by 
the Chinese is any criterion, such will not be 
the case, and they have a much harder task 
before them than they took forward to, ; 

The Chinese army of. 1876-7, which recon- 
quered Eastern Turkestan, acknowledged to 
‘have been ‘a most brilllant achfevement, was 
officered and led by Chinamen, They conquered 
Kashgar with an army armed with Earorean 
weapons, and showed considerable aclence in the 
art of war. Their soldiers wee drilled according ; 


40 foreign methods and marched in obedlence to 


officers trained on the European principle, and 
thelr Generals manmuvred their troops in 
accordance with the teachings of the most 
advanced military authorities, In-all exsentials 
the Chinese army resembled that of a European 

wer. , 

The Chinese operations in the field in Korea 
have exhibited quite a tack of the skill which 
was 60 striklogly displayed In the reconquest of 
Kashgar. Ths may, perhaps, be attributed to 
having under-estimated the military power of 
Japan, and the immense advantage which the 

command of the sea gave to that country, 
enabling her to select the most favourable places 
for the operations of ber troops and to out-flank 
the Chinese, - 

Now that {t has been 
that Japan-{s stronger 
ever. gave her enemy credit for, China will 
undoubtedly put forth all her strength, and 
atrive to bring against the fovader of-her soll all 
the available veteran troops who helped her to 
achieve the reconquest of Turkestan, and attempt 
to overthrow the milltary power of Japan, in the 
same manner she did that of her enemy in 
Contra Asia. 

China may bave beeo found cnprepared for 
serious warlike operations, but she has good 
troops distributed over this Emplre, though they 
are far apart, They may lack the discipline of 
the Japanese, dod ‘be inferior in armament to 
those of her more skilled adversary, but China 
has-myriads of the raw-material and a greater 
number of forelgn-drilled troops than she is 
generally credited with possessing, and will 
stubbornly contest every foot of ground of the 
Jap wese ‘advance,.and may yet overcome them 
when least expected. It must not be forgotten 
that the winter fs approaching. which will delay 
the onward march of the Japanese, and may 
compel them to go loto winter quarters, entall- 
{ng enormous exp2nses dally, and in every way 
favourable to China, conrequently, in all pro- 
babiiity the Jopsnece will not risk a winter 
campalgp, a8 every day of delay will be favour. 
able to China, and enable her to bring up and 
concentrate her-troops to oppose {avasion, 

The detcendantes of Genghls Khan still 
 sgcroratt obey of thelr ancient valour, though 

it kas been dormant for years and given 
place to pencefal pursuits, but the Invasion 
of thelr country will aroune all thelr nlum- 
bering ml'Itary {nettncts and they may be 
talled upon to give a geod account of themcelves 
in defence of-thelr Emperor and homesteads.
